To engage the secondary keys, Press the Function key (it has 

the fn legend) once, next Press any key with the secondary key 
function you wish to use.Whenever, LittleFingers™ is in the dual- 
purpose mode, the LED labeled function will be lit.

(Same as Right mouse 

button) 



USING LITTLEFINGERS™ WITH WINDOWS NT™ 

To log on to a Windows NT server, the key sequence of Control- 
Alt-Delete is accomplished by depressing the fn key once (to 
engage the Secondary Key Functions), then pressing the Control 
and Alt and the Back Slash Key (it has the del legend on the 
front skirt).
